EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-4 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

The Examiner considered Patent Number 5,722,882 by Kashiwagi et al 
(hereinafter "Kashiwagi") to be the prior art most closely related to the Applicant's 
claimed invention. Although Kashiwagi discloses a coin discharge apparatus that 
incorporates coin storage means 32 (see Figure 7) that reads on the coin storage 
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grooves of the Applicant's independent claim 1 , it fails to disclose or suggest the 
Applicant's carrier belt disposed in a longitudinal direction of the grooves.
